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1 .The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 13-20, 23, 24, 27 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Evans -231 in view of Nagata et al. 

Evans -231 disclosers the basic claimed method of making an optical quality polarized 
part by injecting lens material into a sidefill gasket which holds a polarizer, the primary 
reference essentially failing to disclose that the lens material is high impact 
polyurethane. Note that polyurethane is by and of itself a high-impact material, and 
hence the instant recitation of "high impact polyurethane" is being considered to be 
readable on polyurethane in general. Nagata et al teaches forming lenses from 
polyurethane material using liquid prepolymers/reactants and one of ordinary skill in this 
art would have found the utilization of liquid polyurethane as taught therein as obvious 
in the method of the primary reference to make a impact resistant lens. 

2.Claims 21 , 22, 25, 26, 29 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Evans et al -231 in view of Nagata et al and Evans et al -703. 
Evans et al -231 and Nagata et al disclose the basic claimed method lacking essentially 
the aspect of treating the polarizer for integral bonding to the optical construct and 
treating the polarizer for bonding a hard coating thereon. Evans et al -703 teaches 
these aspects and one of ordinary skill in the art would have found their incorporation 
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into the method of the primary reference as obvious to facilitate forming the desired, 
finished lens with a hard coat.
